RENEWING VINEYARDS. 


Thli 
»i B« Acoaini>ll>h«l b 
In With Improved TulatlM. 


\Ve believe it ia possible to easily re 


new old grape-tinea by grafting In with 
those of improved early varieties and 
without losa of more than a fear's orop. 
Most of the experiments in grafting 
grapes havo failed because ihe grafting 
was done above ground, the aame as 
with ordinary fruit. Tho grape needs to 
be grafted below the Bnrface, and with 
an old vine that has strong roots at least 
two bods should be left to grow shoots 
tha following year. The catting down of 
the old vine should be done in the fall 
and two or three inches below the sur- 
face, removing the soil so as to make it 
easy to produce a square cot. If this is 
delayed until spring, tbo bleeding of the 
vine will drown the graft and destroy 
the buds on it. Most failures in grafting 
vinos are duo to cutting down avigoroua 
vine full of sap in early spring and then 
attempting to graft it above the surface. 


It is astonishing how largo a growth 


a graft will male tho first year if set in 


strong vino. 
Sis or eight feet is a 


largo growth for a newly set yearling or 
2-year-old vine. But where single bnds 
are allowed to grow tho shoot often 
readies 20 feet or more. 
It is for this 


reason that it is better to let two ahoots 
grow. The (?raf t may have three or moro 
bnds, so as to make snre thai .two will 
oscapo accident. Thenext year the graft- 
ed vine should bo cut back to four or 
five foot and bo trained in two arms on 
a trolii-s. 
It will bear without injury

One nae of 
bonfires in the not so- far distant past 
was as a nieans of disinfection. In hi»

rifice to Baal. As to the excellence of 
the method of making fires to drive 
away a-plague, tho benefit would be 
questionable. Anyhow it inny be dwelt 
upon as tha earliest effort made towaT-iJ 
cremation, for it was of some slight nee 
M'hen an infected neighborhood csngnfc 
fire and was reduced to ashes; but; then 
the remedy might have been worse than 
the disease.—Now York Times.
